After approving the minutes of the August 2 
meeting, the board voted to send a letter to Eugene 
DeLorenzo regarding his recent suggestion that the town 
establish a Capital Needs Committee. However, the board 
opted at their last meeting to have the Finance Committee 
(FinCom) establish a similar Capital Needs Subcommittee 
under their purview. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Norm Hills and 
William Saltonstall for a discussion on siting potential 
wind towers within the tri-town area. Working in tandem 
with the already-established Mattapoisett Wind Power 
Study Committee, the group is seeking to find ideal loca- 
tions to erect wind power turbine facilities in each of the 
three towns which would then generate electricity. 

"This Wind Power Committee is an unofficial 
committee started in February ... working with the Mat- 
tapoisett Wind Power Study Committee," Mr. Hills said. 

He added they are looking to site so-called MET 
towers, which are about 70 meters long, to measure wind 
speed over a period of time to determine whether or not 
certain areas in town would support aroimd-the-clock 
wind turbines. "We propose a site, they come down and 
do a review and issue a report," Mr. Hills said. 

There are three locations — one in each town 
— now being considered. 

"Rochester basically doesn't have any (ideal) loca- 
tions," Mr. Hills said. "They want to take their tower and 
locate it at ORR High School. We're proposing to locate

ours at the Benson Brook Landfill. Mattapoisett wants to 
have wind power, but they don't have the load. Where 
they've chosen, they have a lot of community outreach to 
do. If s on town-owned land, but there's a (lot of houses) 
aroimd it." 

Both Rochester (ORR) and Mattapoisett have 
received initial approval to locate MET towers at their 
proposed sites, but Marion's is pending further study. 

At any rate, Mr. Hills said they would need to 
apply for a special permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals (ZBA) to locate the 50-foot tower within town 
which comes with a $300 application fee. "This commit- 
tee doesn't have $300 ... can we get a waiver of the permit 
fee?" he asked. 

"I would certainly like to proceed as quickly as 
possible, because the clock is ticking," Selectman Pierce 
said. "I would suggest that we either waive or cover 
(these permit) fees." With that. Selectman Pierce moved 
to pay any incurred fees which are not waived from the 
Selectmen's budget, which was unanimously approved by 
the board. 

At 7:29 pm the board met with Susan Schwager 
of the Marion Council on Aging (COA) to inform them 
of the new "Be Safe" Program being coordinated with 
various town departments. This program would provide 
period "check-ups" to town seniors in their homes in 
areas of public safety and health.

security risks, and the Town Nurse would handle health 
issues," Ms. Schwager said. "The COA will be picking up 
some of the costs involved." 

The board said the program sounded worthwhile 
and applauded Ms. Schwager for her efforts.

Mr. Foster said the previous fireworks displays 
have cost between $35,000 to $40,000, and as per a ques- 
tionnaire sent out last year, the majority of residents 
expressed strong interest in continuing the tradition but 
with private, not public, funds. To that end, Mr. Foster said 
his committee suggested they start soliciting donations 
from previous benefactors with the understanding that 
the checks would not be cashed until they reached their 
overall goal. 

"In our discussions in the past, one of our con- 
cerns was that the fund-raising didn't happen early 
enough," Chairman Henry said. "What you're suggesting 
is we solicit donations early.

Fairhaven Village Militia 

Two-hundred and twenty-seven years ago, during 
the Revolutionary War, the British attacked the villages 
on the Acushnet River with about 4,000 troops landed 
from 36 transport ships. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point in 
Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed by 
British troops. It took years for the local waterfront indus- 
tries to recover from the raid of September 5 and 6, 1778. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 10 and 11, 
2005, members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and guests 
will once again remember the British attack during a 
weekend encampment at Fort Phoenix. Men, women and 
children dressed in period clothing will reenact life in 
1778 and talk about the history of the fort. They will also 
be demonstrating campfire cooking, fire starting with flint 
and steel, musket ball casting, loading and firing flintlock 
muskets and rifles, tomahawk throwing, children's games 
and more. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing of 
the forf s five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 7:30 pm, 
on Saturday. When fired after dark, the cannons' plimies 
of flames and smoke make a spectacular sight.

"At the encampment, the group is depicting camp 
life during the Revolutionary War period. There will be 
regular demonstrations of musket firing, but there will be 
no large-scale battle re-enactments." 

Both the cannon firing and the overnight en- 
campment will be cancelled in the event of rain. Weather- 
permitting, the militia will be at the fort from 10:00 am

It isn't enough to enjoy playing a psy- 
cliopatli; you must also convey some wit, or 
some pathos, or at least some shading. In Wes 
Craven's hollowly efficient Red Eye, CiUian 
Murphy, who seems to be grooming himself 
as the movies' next Creepy Man after Batman 
Begins, play s a sort of assassination go-between. 
This sociopath, who goes by the name Jackson 
Rippner {oh, please — I guess we should be Aankful his middle initial 
isn't D), isn't really a hands-on hit man; he facilitates murders, gets 
everything neatly set up for the real assassins. A movie about such a 
character might be intriguing — haven'tyoueverwondered who does all 
the research for hired kiUers? Do they have staff reference Ubrarians? 

Murphy, however, plays Rippner mostly as a stone-cold desper- 
ate psycho (which is also mostly how he's written). Even in his early 
scenes, when he insinuates himself into the trust of hotel employee 
Lisa Reisert (Rachel McAdams), he betrays nothing human, notlung 
that would suggest an actual person doing this disagreeable job. And 
in a thriller in which we spend most of our time with these two people, 
that hurts. After Rippner and Lisa are seated together on a late flight 
according to his plan, he drops his amiable act fast and lays down the 
rules: Lisa must move the head of Homeland Security from one hotel 
room to another, or else Rippner will make a call to a hit man loitering 
outside the house of Lisa's dad (Brian Cox). 

It's an extremely movie-ish premise — we have to believe that 
only Lisa has the clout to get that room re-assigned, and that the head 
of Homeland Security would even remember her (part of the plan is 
contingent on Lisa's people skills). Hitchcock, of course, got lots of 
mileage out of just such absurd plots. But Wes Craven, whatever other 
strengths he has, isn't Hitchcock. His talent Ues in inspired nastiness 
and ruthlessness, but there's only so far he can push the envelope in 
a PG-13 thriller, and Jackson Rippner is not, to put it kindly, one of 
the more memorable icons of fear from the man who gave us Freddy 
Krueger, Ghostface, and the anarchic brutes of Last House on the Left 
and The Hills Have Eyes. 




Red Eye gets in and out fast — it's only 85 minutes long — but 
at times it seems not even movie-ish, but TV-movie-ish. (Craven has 
done his share of work for the tube, as has his screenwriter here, Carl 
Ellsworth, who penned, among other things, the first Halloween episode 
of Bujfy the Vampire Slayer — not one of the show's highlights, as I 
recall.) The film becomes a routine cat-and-mouse game, with the ice- 
blooded Rippner putting increasing pressure on the flawless Lisa. To 
up the ante — so that the audience won't shrug and say "Who cares all 
that much if the Homeland Security guy dies?" — the politician's fam- 
ily is also put in jeopardy, and Rachel McAdams does make us beheve 
that Lisa wouldn't be able to live with herself if she colluded, however 
unwillingly and under duress, in multiple murder. Of course. Craven 
also keeps cutting back to Lisa's dad at home, mostly dozing in front 
of the TV. The movie is generally too humorless to find any wit in the 
contrast between Lisa's plight and her dad's heavy-Udded obUviousness 
to it. Poor Brian Cox, left with little to do except snore. 

One actor comes through: Jayma Mays gives an amusingly in- 
secure performance as a rookie at Lisa's hotel, who in Lisa's absence 
finds herself dealing with rude customers, visiting politicians, and a 
wayward missile. Ah, yes. The climax involves both a rocket launcher 
and a vengeful Rippner, sucking in gurgly air from a wound in his throat 
(Craven, amazingly, fails to make this detail creepy) and wielding a big 
knife. It's the kind of climax in which we realize, with something of a 
contemptuous chuckle, why we were earlier shown a photo of Lisa on 
her school curling team — so that she could find the curling stick in 
her old bedroom and whack Rippner with it. Obviously unintentionally. 
Red Eye has been fortuitously cast: The Scarecrow from Batman Begins 
versus the ingenue from last month's surprise hit Wedding Crashers. 
I wondered how much more fun the film might' ve been if it had been 
Brian Cox in Murphy's role and Jayma Mays in McAdams ' role. Or, hell, 
McAdams as the cold-blooded killer and Murphy as the white-knuckled 
hotel clerk. At least McAdams would've looked more fetching in the 
throat-wound-concealing purple scarf than Murphy does.

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Foolish Behavior

At the risk of sounding like that grumpy old man who 
keeps yelling at the neighborhood kids to "stay out of my 
yard, " I have to express my extreme disappointment and 
disdain over two recent incidents in Mattapoisett which only 
point up the fact that some people will always try to ruin a 
good thing. 

Despite being "special," as residents so often claim 
with pride, Mattapoisett is certainly not above pointless 
and criminal acts like the recent vandalism to the town's 
landmark Ned's Point Lighthouse and the theft of valuable 
whaling artifacts from the Mattapoisett Historical Museum 
and Carriage House. In the case of the former, I'm sure 
it can be attributed to a couple of cowardly pranksters out 
for a cheap thrill while their PlayStation 2 is on the fritz. As 
for the latter, it was obviously a slipshod attempt at making 
some fast cash ... probably to bankroll that week's latest fix. 
In both cases, the acts were stupid and criminal and show an 
overall lack of respect for both others' property — or rather, 
public property — and the law. 

Had enough of the lecture from the grumpy old man? 

Fine. Then let's try to understand why someone would 
be so mindless and bored as to chuck a rock at the lantern 
room atop the historic Ned's Point Lighthouse, effectively 
smashing a pane of glass in the 167-year-old aid to naviga- 
tion. Unlike those "ancient times" when I was growing up 
and all we had to occupy the hours of our summer days 
were bikes, some outdoor sports, and the occasional "Crea- 
ture Double Feature" on Channel 56, today's youth has a 
plethora of distractions to keep them well occupied: from the 
aforementioned video games to DVD players to computer 
diversions of all sorts. 

Now before I get the inevitable hate mail claiming I'm 
predisposed to blaming the rock-throwing incident on "kids," 
I'll readily admit that it could have been someone older but 
certainly not mature who committed this act of vandalism. 
Regardless of their age, their actions were both childish and 
immature. 

Higher up on the criminal scale but no less bothersome 
is the thought that someone took advantage of both the 
Mattapoisett Police Department and the meager collection 
housed at the Mattapoisett Historical Museum in the hopes 
of making a quick buck. After apparently placing a fake 911 
call to police to distract them, the thieves knew they would 
have just a few scant minutes to break into the village mu-

seum and pilfer two large whale teeth, worth an estimated 
$1,000 each, along with two antique whaling harpoons. The 
thieves obviously had some knowledge of the value of these 
items from the Mattapoisett museum's collection — that 
makes them a bit smarter than the rock-throwers at Ned's 
Point — but the idea of staging a "smash and grab" set-up 
just irks me. 

Sadly, there's not much that can be done to prevent 
either incident in the future. I think in some ways the idyl- 
lic nature of life in the tri-towns leads everyone into a false 
sense of security and the idea that criminal acts of this sort 
simply "can't happen here." But just witness not only these 
latest two Mattapoisett incidents but also the recent rash of 
break-ins in Rochester for signs of reality creeping in. 

Of course, the benefit of living in such tight-knit small 
towns is that everyone seems to know everyone else. To 
that end, witnesses were able to provide Mattapoisett Police 
with information about "suspicious" visitors to the museum 
earlier in the day and a report of a Ford Taurus spotted near 
the scene of the crime. 

So maybe with a little neighborhood watch teamwork 
we can all avert or at least discourage future criminal acts 
of this nature. I know there's often resistance to becoming 
a "snitch" or "tattletale," but in situations like this, we're 
not talking about someone taking Suzie's favorite ruler ... 
we're talking about crimes, plain and simple.

The following by-law changes which were 
accepted at the Annual Town Meeting which 
convened on April 25, 2005 have been ap- 
proved by the Office of the Attorney General, 
and are published herewith in accordance 
with current regulations. Claims of invalidity 
of any of the amendments to the by-law by 
reason of any defect in the procedure of adop- 
tion or replacement may only be made within 
ninety days of the second pubUcation (August 
25, 2005) or November 23, 2005. 

Copies of the by-law may be examined in the 
Office of the Town Clerk, Town House, 2 Spring 
Street, Marion, Massachusetts, or they may be 
purchased from the Town Clerk for $ 20.00. 

Article 19: Amend Article II, section 1 of the 
by-laws of the Town of Marion by changing the 
Annual Town Meeting date specified therein "from 
the fourth Monday in April" to the third Monday 
in May. 

Article 21; Article XXIX Community Preserva- 
tion 

Section 1: Establishment 

There is hereby established a Community Preserva- 
tion Committee consisting of seven (7) voting 
members pursuant to the provisions of Massachu- 
setts General Laws Chapter 44B, section 5. The 
composition of the Committee, the appointing 
authority and the terms of office for the Committee 
members shall be as follows: 

1. One member of the Conservation Conmiis- 
sion, as designated by the Commission; 

2. One member of the Historical Commission 
estabUshed pursuant to M.G.L. Chapter 40, 
Section 8D, as designated by the Commission; 

3. One member of the Planning Board, as 
designated by the Board; 

4.0ne member of the Parks Committee, as 
designated by the Committee; 

5. One member of the Housing Committee, as 
designated by the Committee; and 

6. Two members of the Open Space Acquisition 
Commission, as designated by the Commis- 
sion 

Each member of the Community Preservation 
Committee shall serve for a term of one year or 
until the person no longer serves on the designat- 
ing commission, board, or committee, whichever 
is earlier. 

Should any of the commissions, boards, authorities 
or committees which have appointing authority 
under this by-law be no longer in existence for 
whatever reason, the Board of Selectmen shall ap- 
point a suitable person to serve in their place. 

Any member of the Community Preservation Com- 
mittee may be removed for cause by their respec- 
tive designating authority, after a hearing. 
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Section 2: Duties 

1 . The Community Preservation Committee shall 
study the needs, possibilities and resources of the 
Town regarding community preservation. The 
Committee shall consult with existing municipal 
boards, including the Conservation Commission, 
the Historical Commission, the Planning Board, 
the Open Space Acquisition Commission, the Parks 
Committee, and the Housing Committee, or per- 
sons acting in those capacities or performing like 
duties, in conducting such studies. As part of its 
study, the Committee shall hold one annual public 
informational hearing or more, at its discretion, on 
the needs, possibilities and resources of the Town 
regarding community preservation possibilities and 
resources, notice of which shall be posted publicly 
and published for each of two weeks preceding a 
hearing in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the Town. 

2. The Community Preservation Committee shall 
make recommendations to the Town Meeting for 
the acquisition, creation and preservation of open 
space, for the acquisition and preservation of 
historic resources, for the acquisition, creation and 
preservation of land for recreational use, for the 
creation, preservation and support of community 
housing and for rehabilitation or restoration of such 
open space, historic resources, land for recreational 
use and community housing that is acquired or 
created as provided in this section. With respect to 
community housing, the Community Preservation 
Committee shall recommend, wherever possible, 
the reuse of existing buildings or construction of 
new buildings on previously developed sites. 

3. The Community Preservation Committee may 
include in its recommendation to the Town Meeting 
a recommendation to set aside for later spending 
funds for specific purposes that are consistent with 
community preservation, but for which sufficient 
revenues are not then available in the Community 
Preservation Fund to accomplish that specific 
purpose or to set aside for later spending funds for 
general purposes that are consistent with commu- 
nity preservation. 

4. In every fiscal year, the Community Preservation 
Committee must recommend either that the legisla- 
tive body spend or set aside for later spending, 

not less than ten percent of the annual revenues 
of the Community Preservation Fund for (a) open 
space (not including land for recreational use), (b) 
historic resources and (c) commimity housing. 

Section 3: Requirement for a Quorum and Cost 

Estimates 

The Community Preservation Committee shall 
comply with the provisions of the Open Meeting 
Law, Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 39, 
section 23B. The Committee shall not meet or con- 
duct business without the presence of a majority of 
the members of the Community Preservation Com- 
mittee. Recommendations to the Town Meeting 
shall include the Committee's anticipated costs. 

Section 4: Amendments 

This by-law may be amended from time to time 
by a majority vote of the Town Meeting consistent 
with the provisions of Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 44B. 
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Section 5 : Severability 

In case any section, paragraph or part of this 

by-law be for any reason declared invalid or 

unconstitutional by any court, every other section, 

paragraph or part shall continue in full force and 

effect. 

Section 6: Effective Date 
Provided that this by-law is approved by the 
Attorney General, this by-law shall take effect 
upon acceptance of the Community Preserva- 
tion Act at the 2005 Annual Town Election, and 
after all requirements of Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 40, section 32 have been met. Each 
appointing authority shall have thirty days after 
acceptance at the 2005 Annual Town Election to 
make their initial appointments. 



Article 30: Amend the Zoning By-law by adding 
Footnote 13 to Limited Business, Marine Business, 
General Business, and Limited Industrial in Section 
5.1, Dimensional Requirements Table, and add the 
following Footnote 13: 

13. Provided, however, that the Planning Board 
may grant a Special Permit to allow a use, 
other than a one or two family dwelling, as 
allowed by the Table of Principal Use Regula-

An accessory apartment is 
intended to provide assistance in the provision 
of affordable housing opportunities for fami- 
lies and individuals of all ages.

A single family dwelling, lawfully in exis- 
tence as of the date of the adoption of this 
By-law or an accessory structure located on 
the same lot as a single family dwelling law- 
fully in existence as of January 1 , 2005 may 
be converted such that it contains an acces- 
sory dwelling unit(an accessory apartment), 
provided that requirements of Section 7.2 of 
the Zoning By-law and the following terms 
and conditions are met. 

8.6.3 Minimum Submittal and Perfor- 
mance Standards 

1. The applicant shall submit a plot

2. Any special permit shall be 
subject to review and approval by the Board 
of Health as to sanitary wastewater disposal 
in full conformance with the provision of 3 10 
CMR 15.00 (Title 5 of the State Environmental 
Code), assurance that there is an adequate sup- 
ply of potable water and the proposed drainage 
plans, if any, reqviired due to the construction 
of new parking spaces or alteration to existing 
structures; 

3. The Board of Appeals shall 
require the owner of the property to provide an 
affidavit, subject to the pains and penalties of 
law, certifying that the owner of the property, 
except for bona fide temporary absence shall 
occupy one of the two dwelling units. 

4. Not more than one accessory 
apartment may be established on a lot. The ac- 
cessory apartment shall not exceed 850 square 
feet in floor space, must be smaller than the 
area of the main part of the dwelling and shall 
be located in the principal residential structure 
or within an accessory building. The Board of 
Appeals may not permit the construction of a 
new structure designed to be used exclusively 
for an accessory apartment; 

5. The external appearance of the 
structure in which the accessory apartment is 
to be located shall not be significantly altered 
from the appearance of a single-family struc- 
ture, in accordance with the following: 

a. Any accessory apartment con- 
struction shall not create more than a 
50% increase n the gross floor space of 
the structure existing as of January 1, 
2005. 

b. Any stairways or access and 
egress alterations serving the accessory 
apartment shall be enclosed, screened, 
or located so that visibility from public 
ways is minimized. 

c. Sufficient and appropriate space 
for at least one (1) additional parking 
space shall be constructed of materials 
consistent with the existing driveway 
and shall have vehicular access to the 
driveway. 

d. The design and size of the apart- 
ment conforms to all applicable stan- 
dards in the health, building and other 
relevant codes and regulations. 

6. The Board of Appeals shall

7.4.9 Multiple Unit Rental Housing 

The Planning Board may grant a Special Permit 
for allowing for rental housing units on the second 
or third floor of an existing structure lawfully in 
existence as of the date of adoption of this section, 
provided the following criteria are met:
